A Distillery 
is now scarcely dignified as an 
enterprise. 
But in the early days 
of the last century it seemed to be 
one, in more than one way. First 
because almost every 
man 
in­ 
dulged in the product of the still 
in those days; and secondly, be­ 
cause this was an easy way of 
getting rid of 
produce, 
when 
transportation was lacking. 
It 
was also easier to transport the 
liquid than the grains, 
lf 
they 
were to be moved far. 
The distillery here referred to 
was owned and operated by Mr. 
Forsythe, father 
of 
Lieutenant 
Benjamin D. Forsythe, one of our 
early West Pointers. 
The establishment was on South 
Main street, ju st south of the 
Brook about half way from the 
I .stream to the present residence 
j of Dr. A. R. Gregory. 
One of the noticeable features 
the plant was the long row of 
corn cribs, opposite the stillhouse, 
on what was so loug known as 
the Andras place, on the hill just 
south of the Brook on the east 
side of South Main street. 
The establishment was probably 
built in the later “thirties,” and 
burned, as recalled, in the “ for­ 
ties.” 
Mr. Forsythe had his residence 
In 
what was afterwards known 
as the “Shirley house,” where the 
Pacific hotel now stands, at the 
northwest corner 
of 
State and 
E ast streets. 
Hammond’s Foundry. 
Contemporaneous w i t h 
t h e 
building of 
the 
distillery, per­ 
haps, was that of the foundry, on 
the west side of South Main street, 
one door south of College street, 
about where the La Crosse Lum­ 
ber Yard Is now. 
It was run by Aaron Hammond, 
who lived in the house immedi­ 
ately north of the foundry, at. the 
corner of College street. 
It was 
quite a large building, covering 
considerable ground, 
betag 
one 
story in height. 
It was there till after the Civil 
W ar, some time. 
Mr. Hammond was the father 
of the Misses 
Hammond, 
long 
well known as teachers in our 
public schools. 
Miss Ellen Ham­ 
mond was principal of one of the 
schools. 
Another is now occupy­ 
ing a fine position in the East. 
Miss Laura Hammond is at the 
head of the Open Air school. 
Another Foundry 
was at one time on the block 
west of West street, on the south 
side of State Btreet. 
It was run 
by a man named Delf or Delft. 
It does not appear to have had 
a very long continuance in the 
business. 
Still Another Foundry 
was opened in 1859, out at the 
Junction of the Alton and Wabash , 
ra I roads. 
It was opened by Ellis, Shields 
and Dangerfield. 
They were suc­ 
ceeded by Dangerfield & Co., and 
they by John Fidler. 


New buildings 
were 
erected 
later, and. about 1 878, Akers & 
Russell took over the establish­ 
ment. 
It afterwards passed into 
other hands. 
Akers & .Russell made station­ 
ary engines and elevator machin­ 
ery. 
They were Robt. N. Akers and 
John W. Russell. 
Speaking of John Fiddler, a 
well known citizen told this story: 
The aforesaid citizen was a mem­ 
ber of the City Council—and a 
god one— attentive 
to 
his 
du­ 
ties. 
He W’as a member of the 
Gas Light committee, and, on in­ 
vestigating, found the Gas Co- j 
was charging for a certain twenty 
new lights. 
He found the posts 
were gotten from John Fiddler— 
who is not supposed to have had 
anything further to do with this 
story. 
His duty ended with mak- ( 
ing the posts. 
The Councilman | 
found only two of the posts were 
In use, and also found the other [ 
eighteen down a t Fldler’s foun­ 
dry. 
Meantime the city was pay­ 
ing for 
eighteen 
lights 
which 
were not being furnished. 
So the 
member of the council brought 
the m atter before 
that 
august 
body, and the Gas Company was 
allowed to reduce Its bill for the 
lights it had not furnished. 
It makes considerable differ­ 
ence w hat kind of city officers 
we have.
